IN PRAYER FOR 
THE NATION 


| Large Attendance at Empress 
| . Theatre --. Splendid Ad- 
| dress by Rev. Gibson---Says 
War A Warning to Nation 
and Individual. 


In compliance with a call to, all 
towns and cities in Canada to engage 
in a national day ‘of prayer for the 
Empire, the Ministerial Association 
of Redcliff arranged for such a meet- 
ing, and it was held in the Empress 
theatre last Wednesday evening. 

The hall was well filled for the oc- 
casion, and great interest .was taken 
by, those present. 2 

Rev. G. L. Gordon acted as chair- 
man, and he was asissted in the ser- 
vice by Rev. H. C.°B. Gibson. Rev. 
Hinkle was absent on his holidays. 

Mr. Gordon explained the object of 
the gathering, pointing out that -the 
present serious crisis through which 
the Empire was passing called for the 
earnest prayers-of all Christian peo- 
ple. He said this was not only a war 
between nations but a war in which 
all who loved liberty, freedom. of 
thought and honesty of purpose, 
should be interested, He -prayed for 
the King and counsellors of the em- 
pire, the soldier$ on land and sea, 
the wounded on the battle field, the _ 
nurses and doctors and all who were, 
helping in any way to fight-the em- 

pire’s battles. : 

Silent prayer: was ‘then indulged we 
after which Mr. Gordon read ‘a pass-., 
age of -acripture, tich with promises 
of reward for earnest and ee 
prayer, | 
_ Mr. Gibson deliveréd the sila of- 
evening. He took.for his text a 
few verses from the 24th chapter of 
St.-Matthew,... He thought:the seat of - 
War was too faraway for us to grasp 
the full significance of the struggle. 
The whole civilized-world- 


ped up in it, and there was no coun- : 
try in the old land whose very exist- 
ence -is not at stake. He might be 
expected to speak on prayer; but he 
‘would instead speak on the lack of 
prayer, penitence and supplication, as 

he personally felt. this was really the 
cause of the war. Thete had been no 
country im the world that has done 
more for colonization and the spread- 
ing of the gospel than Great Britain, — 
but he felt that little by little her 
people had been losing sight of the 
ancient landmarks and had been giv: 
ing themselves over more and more 
to selfish pursuits and forgetting the 
God of peace and love. At the pre- 
sent time everything and everybody 
seemed to be running to excess, To 
illustrate he mentioned a few of the 
common lines along which © this 
was most noticeable. These were: 
‘art, dress, theatres, social extrava-. 
gance, divorce, drink, white slavery, - 
materialism, pleasure, corruption in 
politics and commerce, and desecra- 
tion of the. Sabbath. These things 
had been increasing to such an ex- 
tent that he thought there was a dan- 
ger of God being forgotten entirely 
in hig own'world, 

He believed this war would serve 
as a warning to us individually and 
as an empire, to bring us back to our 
senses and to our God, and nothing 
short of a great conflict could do it. 

In conclusion he asked all present 
to make this a personal matter and ~ 
to take upon themselves the solemn 
obligation that they would do their 
part to assist in bringing our country 
back to a right relationship with the 
Great King of Kings.

SOLON AND AND SALARIES ; Mexico’s Spiked Mountain 


One of the most remarkable geo- 
logical freaks in Mexico is a moun- 
tain situated on’ the outskirts of 
Pachuca which presents the appear- 
ance at a distance of being covered, 
,with spikes. The s'des of the moun- 
tain are closely sttdded with stone 
columns or palisades. These columns 
are five ‘to twelve ‘eet ’long and as 
large around ag an avérage man's 
body. It is a remarkable uplift of na- 
ture which has the appearance, how- 
ever, of being the handiwork 6f human 
beings. Ons side of the mountain is 
almost perpendicular, and the stone 
columns protrude from the surface at 
Tight angles, forming an ‘mpressive 
‘picture.
